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INTRODUCTION 


Welcome to the auction of perhaps the greatest offering of mid-Century Polynesian-Pop 
artifacts to exist. There is one simple word that explains why this is perhaps the greatest 
collection of TIKI: LONGEVITY. 


For over 65 years, two stalwart souls have carried 
the torch within in the arena of Polynesian-Pop. 
They have done this from the infancy of "The 
Tiki Era" in the mid-1950s, all the way through 
to this very day. Robert Van Oosting and LeRoy 
Schmaltz have done what many true artists do: 
create. Just take a look at 80-year-old Beatle, 
Paul McCartney for example. Why does this 
man still tour and produce music? Surely, it's not 
the money. The answer is a simple as it is pure: 
Because he can't help himself. To deny what he 
was born and bred for would be a travesty to 
his talent and destiny itself. Bob and LeRoy are 
much the same. Oceanic Arts has been their 
baby since 1956. With an altruistic handshake, 
these partners ventured to follow their personal 
passion. In doing so, they made a mark on 
American popular culture that is undeniable. 


What you will find within the pages of this book are a record of Oceanic Arts itself. You 
see, the only reason this treasure trove of original mid-Century Tiki still exists, fully intact 
from the company’s inception is that these items literally are Oceanic Arts. OA never 
had the time or energy to maintain a truly “complete” catalog of their offerings. The OA 
Warehouse Showroom was their living catalog. OA was and is an industrial supplier. 
They never functioned as a retail operation. Their method was that of industrial showroom 
and workshop. Commercial designers and buyers would visit the showroom to see actual 
samples of what they could acquire from OA to outfit their Polynesian-themed businesses. 
OA has always been one of the largest suppliers of natural materials and custom-made 
Polynesian themed products. Within these pages are the samples and, in many cases, 
one-of-a-kind prototypes that were experimental in nature to see if they were feasible for 
production. Lamps, tikis, panels, novelties, ceramics and coveted master pattern carvings 
only still exist simply because they have continued their purpose as display and production 
tools for many decades. How many of us, lucky enough to have visited OA over the 
years have been viciously tempted by the NOT FOR SALE tags on many of the showroom 
samples? If you've been to OA, you know what I’m sayin’! Bob Van Oosting in particular 
has rigorously fended off more than a few propositions to sell rare items off the walls or 
hanging from the ceiling at OA. 


Now is your chance! Bob and LeRoy have finally decided to enjoy a well-earned retirement. 
Some of the pieces are being kept by them and their families. The Boys have decided to 
share the rest with you, the Tiki-loving public. Some of those temptations over the years 
that eluded us at OA are now available at auction. On behalf of Bob, LeRoy and all of us 
at Peekaboo Gallery, we are very proud to bring you, The OCEANIC ARTS Vintage 
Tiki Collection! 


BUYER NOTES 


It goes without saying, this collection is something special. Please remember this is a large 
collection with a good deal of variance in the offerings. Everything from the smallest 
vintage customer receipts to ten-foot-tall tikis. If you are new to auctions, please take into 
account the following considerations when perusing the catalog and bidding in the sale... 


SCALE & SIZING 


As an auction catalog at 1200 items in 380+ pages, scale is 
something very difficult to convey. Even the most experienced 
auction bidder can sometimes overlook the size of an item, 
especially when they are one-of-a-kind works of art. PLEASE 
note the sizing in inches and occasional feet within the item 
descriptions. Some items might look larger or smaller than 
they actually are. It is a good rule of thumb to keep a tape 
measure nearby when looking at the catalog for items of 
interest to you. Many tikis look small and have much larger 
measurements than one might think at first glance. The same 
goes in reverse. TAKE NOTE OF THE MEASUREMENTS in 
the descriptions to bid accordingly. 


SHIPPING 


This is a warehouse auction of one of the greatest collections of Tiki décor ever to be offered. Post-auction 
PICK-UP AT THE OA WAREHOUSE is highly recommended and is offered at no charge. Packing and shipping 
charges are definitely something to consider when making your purchases. Most very large and/or heavy 
items have been noted in the descriptions as being so. However, it is the responsibility of the buyer to note 
this in advance. Peekaboo Gallery will pack and ship items to bidders where feasible. Most items can be 
prepped and shipped from the OA warehouse however, shipping is the responsibility of the buyer. Should 
you choose to use either our shipping, one of our partner shipping associates (our recommendations will 
be in the online auction terms) or a shipping company of your own choice, items must be removed from 
the premises within a timely manner as directed in the terms of sale. All bidder invoices are to be paid 
for upon receipt. Packing and shipping charges are a separate transaction. You will be contacted with 
options once your item(s) are paid for.

OCEANIC ARTS: THE FORMATIVE YEARS 


This section deals with some of the earliest pieces of Oceanic Arts history. Initially known as "Schmaltz-Van Oosting", the com- 
pany grew in its first years trying out different products and honing its image. The first offerings were handmade products such 
as MANA SURF CHARMS and PALM FROND MASKS. Later, Continental and Mexican themed carvings diversified their line 
up. Within a few short years, Bob and LeRoy will become OCEANIC ARTS and begin to conquer the Polynesian Pop world.

(1957) This 
seemingly simple palm tiki is a very important artifact in the rich history of Polynesian Pop. This Moai 
carving is among the first tiki carvings produced by Oceanic Arts (“ОА Book-Page 44). Sometime in 
1957, a locally felled palm tree was salvaged by Bob and LeRoy from the Rio Hondo Riverbed after 
a recent flood. It from was this very palm which LeRoy would carve his first "tiki" figure upon the 
urging of mentor, Robert Carter. LeRoy carved the large base Moai figure measuring over 10 feet in 
height. Three smaller Moai were carved by Bob Van Oosting out of the thinner, upper portions of the 
log. One was kept behind Bob's home and the other two have been at Oceanic Arts ever since. These 
historic tikis were stock in their rental department up to the present day. The lack of significance OA 
has placed in this piece, by offering it for rental all these years with zero fanfare, clearly illustrates 
the humble self-unawareness Bob and LeRoy attribute to themselves and their place in Tiki history. A 
treasure.

After an introduction to the Thornton brothers by Robert Carter, 
Schmaltz-Van Oosting began supplying many custom items to the ven- 
ue. Some of the lighting at the MAI-KAI is so iconic, they are recalled іп 
the marketing graphics of the company. This hour-glass fish trap lamp 
is certainly unique to the MAI-KAI and easily identified by hard core 
Tiki-philes. When we came across the blurry photo of the lamp render- 
ing (also included in this lot) we asked LeRoy about why that drawing 
photo would be in their archives. His answer was that he drew it! Ap- 
parently, several designs were requested by the MAI-KAI for the boys 
to create. LeRoy drew up several style versions and sent photographs 
to the MALKAI. The Thorntons passed on having OA manufacture them, 
however, It turns out they had native Miccosukee Indians create them 
locally. The photograph itself was a revelatory find. Imagine the shock 
when Bob asked us to wait while he got something to show us. He re- 
turned with the original artwork! Accomplished in ink and conte crayon 
on illustration paper. The art comes with the original photograph of 
the drawing from the period on LeRoy's drafting table. A fantastic bit 
of Tiki history!.

Here are more examples of the rarest of the rare. Many of these have been stored deep in the Oceanic Arts Master Pattern 
library for years. In the process of this project, these originals were located after over 30 years in storage, cleaned and restored 
and are now on offer to the Tiki collecting world. The carvings themselves are THE originals, hand carved by OA artists, in most 
cases, LeRoy Schmaltz himself. The "spindle chocks" referred to below are the wood mounts added to an original carving for 
locking into a router machine for hand-replication. We emphasize "hand replication" in that these were never mass produced in 
an automated process. An artist operator will follow the "master pattern” with a stylus to hand create a small number of similar 
pieces. OA usually would create 6 to 12 pieces at one time. Many of these designs have not been in rotation for many years. 
Although it is certainly up to the buyer of these items to remove the chocks, we recommend keeping them intact for the spindles 
chocks authenticate the piece as the "master." The chocks are not always present, however most of these specimens retain them.

TIKI TABLE LAMPS 


Tiki Table Lamps are a complete genre onto themselves. Rarer than hen's teeth, these seemingly simple devices were a major 
cornerstone of the Polynesian restaurant decor mood. Generally placed on individual tables as candle, oil or electric light accents 
to plus an intimate, exotic atmosphere. Perhaps no Tiki decor company produced as many varied styles and configurations as 
Oceanic Arts. Most of these were custom made-to-order items for specific commercial clients and would then become part of the 
OA catalog. In many ways, these compact artifacts encapsulate everything coveted about commercial Tiki decor: figural tiki de- 
sign and exotic mood lighting. Wood carved figural lamps were generally produced at Oceanic Arts and ceramic figured lamps 
would be created at either Spurlin Ceramics or Desert Ceramics under direct commission from OA. The parts were ordered from 
lamp parts catalogs and brass finishing companies to be assembled at OA. The items you see here are from OA's storied "HOLY 
GRAIL CABINET" where they have remained on display as warehouse catalog samples since their creation. Some are complete, 
finished examples. Some are master patterns and some are very rare prototypes used for warehouse display. In the field of Tiki 
collecting, this is an unprecedented opportunity to acquire some of the rarest and most sought-after artifacts of the PolyPop era.

Here are more examples of both master pattern and showroom sample carvings. Many visitors over the years have questioned 
why OA will not sell items either hanging from the ceiling, mounted on walls and/or placed on the showroom floor. Simply put, 
these are their ‘display samples’. One-of-a-kind creations which in most cases are the actual items that were photographed for 
the original OA catalogs. Being that the showroom is a catalog itself, these items were on display for a client to order custom 
creations based on the sample itself. OA has always maintained their “masters” for this purpose alone. Generally, OA did not 
“stock” items, especially vintage ones. The items on offer here are either directly from the showroom displays or are vintage 
samples moved into the rental department. Most of these rental pieces have been in rotation since the early 1960s and earlier. If 
you have ever perused the Oceanic Arts warehouse and hoped to purchase the “NOT FOR SALE” items on display, now is your 


chance!

SPURLIN CERAMICS is perhaps the most storied and highly sought manvfacturer in the beloved world of Tiki mug collecting. 
Started by high school ceramics teacher, Stella Bodey in the mid-1950s, Spurlin produced a primal type of ceramic product. 
One that separated them from slicker and more high-volume competitors. Early on, Stella sought out Oceanic Arts and the two 
companies would work hand in hand to produce unique drinking vessels for OA commercial clients. Much of what you see 
here are the rare samples and prototypes Spurlin would leave with OA for their showroom to induce sales. These rare pieces 
are what gives the OA mug collection it's "Holy Grail" status among seasoned collectors.

Their biggest influence will be felt at Disney's incredible POLYNESIAN VILLAGE RESORT with OA ouffitting 
everything from general carved décor to resort signage. OA will also supply rentals to the Disney Studio productions over the years.
